" Diplomacy 

Webster defines the meaning of this 
•word to tie " dexterity or skfil- in man- 
aging negotiations}'' and with a proper 
' feeling of respect for the representative of 
Her Miijcsty in tliis lii<^Iily fuvoured 
Colony, we submit tlmt His I'^xcelleiicy 
Governor Seymour, by tiio ablo muiiiici' 
in wiiicli lie bus iniuingeJ our iilViiii'S, has 
earned the eiiviublo reputiuioii of being a 
skilled and dexterous diplomatist. "Wlio 
does not vemoinber tlio famous diplomatic 
produetioii known as llio "Paris Letter'' 
— written with tlie evident object of re- 
conciling two ndversc sections that were 
shortly to be united in a common bond of 
brotherhood — and its elegiuit flights ol 
fancy that so tickled the Ishmders and 
drew down npon the distinguished suc- 
cessor of Baron Munchausen the unquali- 
fied approbation of all good and loyal 
.Colonists? Then there was that won- 
derfally clever Message on Education that 
80 charmed, while it puzzled, the Legis- 
lative Council. It was a gem of diplo- 
macy, and as such is carefully treasured 
amo^g the archives of the Colony. The 
beauty of a Scotch terrier is said to lie in 
biSjQgliness; so it was with the Educational 
Message — its chief merit lay in the utter 
inability of the vulgar, undiplomatic mind 
to grasp its meaning; hat so long as the 
Governor could understand it, what right 
hati any other porf-on to tronbie iiis hod 
about it? Tho Capital Message followed 
the Educational Message closely. It, 
too, was ft vei-y di|)ionialic produciion. 
To use an old and homely simile, it really 
Beetned as if His Excellency nssumcd ilie 
rather undignified position of "astraddle 
the fence," and that upon the amonnt of 
approbation his future jiolicy sbonid evoke 
depended his choice of the side on which 
he would alight. Simply, the Message 
amounted to this: Thu proper location 
for the Capital is not the one that will 
be ; most advantageous and least 
eixpeosive, bat the one that will 
bow, down and worship the Governor 
and bis beaveD-born policy. How 
profonndly diplomatic to put both 
places upon their good behavior by 
leaving the qaoation open ; and how 
dare either place oppose the Governor 
when the fruit of its opposition would 
be the permanent lo8B of tho scat of 
Government I Then behold His Ex.- 
cellcncy's adroitness in " Bcttling" the 
Grouse Creek " war." Ho pledged 
bimRolf to tho Canadian Company that 
they should have a now trial j and ho 
promised tho Elumo Company that 
tbey should have an arbitration. His 
next step was to appoint (as tho Cana- 
dians called him) a " dancing dervish " 
as orbitrator, and then to instruct 
him something alter tho manner of a 
paid advocate as to tho verdict ho was 
to find. That was another evidence 
of His Excellency's diplomatic mind. 
But His Escellenoy's diplomatic pow> 
ers were terribly tased when the Ca- 
nadians, telegraphed and demanded a 
falfilment of tho pledge of a new trial. 
Great minds, however, surmount all 
difficulties, and the Flume Company, 
to their very groat surprise, were told 
th&t as thoy had declined an arbi- 
tration the caao must go to trial; 
and so it has gone, ultor Air liogbio 
has had his judicial head removed in 
a most eoieiililic and diplomatic man., 
nor by the Govorninout guillotine, 
The last mail brought us the London 
Times, from which it would appear 
that Ilia Excolluucy has boon Bonding 
homo Homo highly diplomatio des». 
patches cunueming ulluirs hero. 
In one of ihoao ducumonis Uis Excel- 
lency says that " Union came none tco 
soon." For what ? For Governor 
S ymour's reputation for veracity, 
Which was at stake ? In the earn > deu 
patch, by aseerliog that at the time ol 
tbe Union the, fioaboes of the Colony 
wore in au unsatisfactory 8tate." 'lil{<j 
a true diplomatist His j^yoellency 
seeks to create the impression at tho 
Colonial Office that thoy are 7ww in a 
highly satiafaotory stale, Siross is 
laid on tho faot that " all salario-, iVuni 
the Governor's down," havo boun r 
daced ; but a dipiomafc Huppresuion 
id made of the Jaot that the previous 



Coanoil bad unwarrantably inoreasiBd 
tbe Governor's salary from f 16,000 to 
$20,000 ; and that the so-called '< re- 
duotioD" only lopped off 82500 from 
tho illgotten .$600U. In another des- 
patch Kts llxoelleaoy ibinks thiht tho 
memorial oi tbe Legislative. Assembly 
of tho Italand which stated that the 
population of the two Colonies, exclnx 
sive of Indiana, did not exceed 10,000, 
was wrong, and that tho number is 
"much lower" than tho true one. 
How " much lower" oven His Excel- 
lency's diplomatic mind will not per- 
mit of his saying ; and perhaps it is 
as well that tho correct number should 
remain unsaid. When tho Blue Book 
shall b&vo oomo to hand, we shall 
doubtless bo placed in possession of 
many additional instances of tho diplo- 
matio ability of Governor Seymour. 
Wo havo been long convinced that this 
Colony is no place for His Excel*) 
lenoy. His talent is wasted npon 
an unappreoiativo and ungrateful, not 
to Bay ohtnse, people. Like the over- 
ripe oaoamber, it is "running to seed" 
here. The people oannot understand 
tbe G<>verDor'a wise poiioy, and be- 
cause tbey oannot understand it thoy 
inveigh against it. This is all wrong 
Thoy ought to recognize the " divine 
right ol kings " and governors to rnle j 
and EO far from grumbling at the man. 
nor in which thoir monoy is spent, 
thoy should feci grateful that thoy 
havo oven a diplomat for a Governor. 



The Divorce Suit. 

EniTon BniTisH Colokist : — In 



rofer- 



c!icc to the brief notice, which appeared 
in a recent issue of your paper, of the 
result of a suit which has for months past 
engaged the public mind, as well on this 
side of tlio water as that of our neighbors 
across tho Sound, permit me to make a 
few renuirks. During a short visit at 
Port Townsend last week, I had the op- 
portunity to be present at the trial, which 
was i)r()biihly one of the most important 
legal investigations that has ever occupied 
the attLMiiion of the Court of Washington 
'IVirriiory ; important not only so far as it 
couceruetl the parties immediately con- 
nected with the suit, but much more im- 
portant in regard to its bearing and effect 
upon the social and domestic relations of 
society gonerally. Vague and frequent 
rumors wi'va detailed and circulated in 
rcgiu'il to the guilt and iniiocenco of tbe 
|)a! ties inmiciliately interested ; but, until 
[ hud witnessed one of the most thorough 
and searching investigations that I have 
ever witne-^-sed, did I become impressed 
with any decided convictions in regard lo 
I he facts of the case, which I must say 
poiiiled mo.st clearly and uniuistakeably 
in the direction of guilt ou tho parr, of the 
first parties lo the action. I do not mean 
lo say that some of the fouler charges 
were substantiated beyond tbe possibility 
of a doubt ; the only contingency, how- 
ever, in favor of iniiocency rests npon the 
falsity of evidence uniinpeached except 
by the parties charged with the guilt. 
And I will further say that no honest, im- 
partial man could hear all the fuels and 
circainstunccs that were elicited in the 
investigation, without being thoroughly 
impressed with ilie truth that the Judi- 
ciary of Wasliiiigtoii Territory contains 
upon its rolls one whose ethical and legal 
code, if not of tbe most depraved, is, at 
least, of tho most equivocal character ; 
and as a man laying claim to manly honor 
or any regard fur female virtue, his 
mean attempt to cover his huso and un- 
manly conduct beliiiid the frailties of a 
weak and powerless woman — the victim 
of ills own machinations — as manifested 
through every Htage of the suit, from the 
first appeal to the law to the end of tho 
testimony, of which ho was the head and 
heart, I think will forever forbid hia at- 
taining that distinction. 

Without making any comment upon 
the fiieiliticd which the statute laws of 
Washington Territory afford for marital 
dissolution, or the more notorious cases of 
divorce at sight, which were disclosed at 
tli'j investigation, 1 would just say that 
the jiresiding judge deserves well tho 
thanks of tho friends of domestic peace 
for Ilia decided disapprobation of granting 
divorces except upon the most warrant- 
able grounds, and in no case npon the 
application of the party causing the evils 
complained of, 

I will also further remark, not with any 
desire of fiilsomeness, that tho people of 
\\''a.sliiiigton Territory may well be proud 
of their bar if tho throe gentleuicu who 
were engaged in conducting the case in 
question are a fair sample of their legal 
fraternity. S.
